This paper constitutes Applicants' Statement of the Substance of the Interview under 
MPEP § 713.04 with respect to the telephonic interview conducted on March 5, 2010. 

Applicants' representative discussed with Examiners Stokely-Collins and Andrew Koenig 
differences between the pending claims and the cited prior art. 

First, independent claims 1 and 16 recite the use of the same remote control to control both 
obtaining the interactive information and the television information, which is not shown in the 
cited prior art. 

Second, the claims recite specific layouts of interactive and television portions that are not 
shown in the cited prior art. 

Third, Applicants' representative pointed out that independent claim 28 was not rejected or 
otherwise addressed in the previous office action. 

Finally, Applicant's representative pointed out that Nakano is not in the same field of art as 
the claimed invention. 
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Although no agreement was reached, the PTO agreed to reconsider the rejections in view of 
these distinctions for the next office action.
